A 
Membrane to include the Conception with bsfhft ncurifti- 
ment le mr more necellary here, where the parts are more 
del cutely put together, and from their exceeding finenels 
it might moreeafiiy mifcarry. If after this method i me 
Animals and Plants can be producer, why is the fame species 
and thefe veiy Individuals they liippole fo made, furnifht 
with Organs for Fnivocal Generation e If slime and Mud can 
afford Progs and / c/r,why does the Fit ft Spawn Ho many Egs, 
and are the other Viviparous .<* Why dees not fo great a 
diverflty of putrid parts in the Earth , differently affe¬ 
cted by unaccountable accidents* often prefent us with new 
living Creatures* and Vegetables of peculiar Specie's? But 
no fueb new Plants are taken notice of* and the Mz/er are 
of the fame fort from Cbeefe and from Meal. The objetti ■ 
on which is offer’d againft Epicurus , will be made with the 
fame force againft: this Opinion. If the Earth at firfl equi¬ 
vocally produc’t Men, Quadrupeds, Birds* and Fifh, 
why nas it not done it very frequently or at leaft fome- 
timesfince? We begin to fufpeft the Cheat, when the 
ATtift is not able to perform the fame again-
